In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
you are hereby directed to notify and warn the inhabi- 
tants of said Town, qualified to vote in elections and in 
Town affairs, to meet in the Town Hall in said Whately, 
on Monday, the nineteenth of February next at 11:30 in 
the forenoon, to bring in their votes on one ballot to the 
election officers for: Moderator, Treasurer, Town Clerk, 
one Selectman for three years, one Assessor for three 
years, one School Committee for three years, one Re- 
gional School Committee for two years (to fill vacancy), 
two Library Trustees for three years, one Cemetery Com- 
missioner for three years, Auditor, Tree Warden, Elector 
under the Will of Oliver Smith, and two Constables for 
three years. 


The Polls will be open for voting at 11:30 A.M. and 
will close at 6:00 P.M. 


And you are directed, also, to notify and warn the 
inhabitants of the Town of Whately, qualified to vote in 
Town affairs, to meet in the Town Hall in said Whately, 
on Saturday, the twenty-fourth day of February next, at 
1:30 P.M. and there act on the following articles: 


ARTICLE 1. To hear the reports of any committees 
which have been appointed and to act on same. 
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ARTICLE 2. To raise and appropriate such sums 
of money as may be deemed necessary to defray the ex- 
penses of the town for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will authorize the 
Treasurer with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow 
money from time to time in anticipation of the revenue 
of the financial year beginning January 1, 1962, and to 
issue a note or notes therefor, payable within one year, 
and to renew any note or notes as may be given for a 
period of less than one year, in accordance with Chapter

ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to 
authorize the Selectmen to enter into contracts with the 
Department of Public Works and the County Commission- 
ers for the construction and maintenance of highways dur- 
ing the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will raise and 
appropriate the sum of $9,674.24 for the Town’s share 
of the Capital costs of the Frontier Regional School Dis- 
trict for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will raise and 
appropriate the sum of $52,596.19 for the Town’s share 
of the operating expenses of the Frontier Regional School 
District for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will vote to 
approve the borrowing of Twenty-six Thousand 
($26,000.00) dollars by the Frontier Regional School Dis- 
trict Committee for the purpose of further developing 
and equipping the school recreation and athletic field; 
said loan to be payable over a period of five (5) years. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to cre- 
ate a special unpaid committee to be known as the Re- 
gional Vocational School District Planning Committee, to

Selectmen's Report 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


As required by the statutes of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, we present herewith our report on the 
activities of the year 1961: 


Under Chapter 81, maintenance of highways has 
proceeded in normal manner, and we were able to complete 
re-building of Swamp Road except for the seal coat. Chest- 
nut Plain Road at the Glen Road intersection has been 
straightened to improve the curves and visibility. Funds 
did not allow completion of the work, but it will be con- 
tinued in 1962. One more year will be needed to complete 
Long Plain Road surfacing to the Hatfield town line. 


Under Chapter 90 construction, we were able to com- 
plete a longer stretch of black-top than in previous years, 
as there was much less drainage to contend with. The 
usual appropriation will be requested in 1962 for further 
work on River Road. 


An excellent job of developing the Little League ball 
field near the town garage was done by a group of inter- 
ested volunteers, and thanks is due them for their 
enthusiastic assistance. Constable John Pilvinis provided 
police protection at the League games, and it should be 
noted that he donated his $28.00 fees to the League treas- 
ury. 


Our town equipment has had considerable attention 
during the past year, and most of it is in better condition 
now than it was a year ago. However, it is all old and we 
will recommend one truck purchase in 1962. Details at 
town meeting. 
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Our efforts to get cooperation from State and Federal 
sources to eliminate the Route 91 ponds have been futile, 
and it appears that we will have to live with them, and 
just hope that they will be somewhat disguised by high- 
way landscaping and natural growth. We do not feel 
that fencing would be of any advantage and have not 
pressed that issue with the owners. 


Karly in the year, the Board and interested West 
Whately citizens met with the Northampton Water Board 
in regard to re-locating of Conway Road, which will 
eventually be flooded by the erection of a higher dam by 
that city. Some objections were expressed to the planned 
relocation, and other locations were suggested, which were 
taken under advisement by the Water Board, but they 
have not made any further overtures towards more dis- 
cussions. This is a long-range program and may not be 
developed for several years. 


The merger of the Hadley welfare work into the 
Southern Franklin Welfare District has been accom- 
plished and is working out well. You will note a $100 
reduction in Whately’s share of the administrative expense 
due to the additional participant. 


Murray E. Lawrence has been doing an excellent job 
as Civil Defense Director, and is developing a new organ- 
ization with much enthusiam. His group is the first in the 
district to complete a C. D. Manual acceptable to the State 
authorities. He is hereby given a vote of thanks for his 
efforts in this field. 


At a special town meeting held Sept. 22, 1961, it was 
voted under Article 1 to authorize the School Committee 
to sell any discarded school desks and chairs, and any old 
windows, at public auction or otherwise. The Committee 
reports that 44 desks and chairs were sold at private sale 
to individuals at $1.00 each, and the windows were sold 
at auction with the garage doors which the selectmen had 
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previously been authorized to sell. Proceeds of both these 
sales are detailed in the Treasurer’s report. 


At the same special meeting, under Article 2, it was 
voted to adopt a by-law as follows: “Any person con- 
veying rubbish or garbage along the highways of the town 
shall protect same in such manner that it will not be blown 
or otherwise scattered onto the highways or adjoining 
propery, subject to a fine of not to exceed $50.00” This 
by-law has been approved by the Attorney-General, an 
Oct. 27, 1961, and has been properly advertised in the 
Greenfield Recorder-Gazette, and is therefore in full effect. 


Under Article 3 of the same meeting, it was voted 
that the annual town business meeting shall be held at 
1.30 P.M. on the Saturday following the annual election. 
The current warrant for the annual meetings will there- 
fore reflect this vote, and the election will be held Feb. 
19th and the business meeting on Feb. 24th. 


The reports of the various town officers and com- 
mittees will be found elsewhere in this report and will 
speak for themselves. The biennial audit of the town’s 
books by the State Division of Accounts was made in 
December, but their report will not be in hand in time to 
publish this report.

In addition it is approved that $1,500 be raised by 
taxation towards the purchase of a new highway truck, 
the balance of its cost to come from Road Machinery 
Fund, if this item is brought up in a special article by the 
selectmen. 


The use of these recommendations will result in 
appropriations from taxation of about $3,300 more than 
was actually appropriated in 1961. Since our ‘free cash” 
is much lower this year, we cannot recommend the use of 
more than $15,000 to reduce the current tax rate. It is 
obvious that there must be some increase in the tax rate, 
but we hope that additional valuation will help this situ- 
ation to some extent. 


We are not recommending any changes in town offi- 
cers’ salaries for 1962, although some officers have re- 
quested increases. We will leave it to the officials them-

selves to bring their requests before the town meeting if 
they wish to do so.

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Report of Public Health Nursing 


To the Citizens of Sunderland, Whately and Ashfield: 


I hereby submit my 13th annual report for the Public 
Health Nursing Committee. 


Two meetings were held, one in April in Sunderland 
and the other in November in Whately. 


Your present chairman was reelected, Leslie Guilford 
of Ashfield and Mrs. Theoren Warner of Sunderland, 
vice-chairmen and Mrs. Vesta Canney, secretary, at the 
April meeting. Besides routine business it was voted to 
purchase a supply of syringes and needles for inocula- 
tions. 


At the Whately meeting the 1962 budget was discus- 
sed. It was voted to increase the nurse’s salary $100, 
effective January 1, 1962. This was possible without 
further increase to the annual budget. 


Well-child clinics were well attended in all towns. The 
committee sincerly thanks all the extra help given by in- 
terested people at these clinics. Our sincere appreciation 
is also extended to Mrs. Lindsay for her efficient work. 


Mrs. Lindsay’s reports will be found elsewhere in the 
town report. Expenditures are under the treasurer’s re- 
port. 


In closing, I wish to extend my personal thanks to 
all who helped make our health program a success.

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Report of Public Health Nurse 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


As Public Health Nurse in the town of Whately I 
submit the following report: 


There has been an increase in home calls for the 
visiting nurse over last year, the heaviest case load coming 
in September. There were many cases of children’s com- 
municable diseases in the spring, however so far this 
year they have been very few. 


The required yearly school physicals were done early 
in the fall by the school physicians. Dr. Samuel Galbo 
from Shelburne Falls examining 163 pupils in grades 1- 
3-5-7 and all high schools students at Ashfield. Dr. Ken- 
neth Rice examining 77 in Eastand Center Whately and 82 
in Sunderland. All pupils, 567 have been weighed and 
measured, and all hearing and vision screening tests have 
been completed. The interest of all parents has been ex- 
cellent with medical advice sought in nearly all cases 
reported to them. 


Dental examinations were done in all schools by Dr. 
Richard Mahoney of South Deerfield in the spring. Nearly 
half of the school children need dental care, this is a pro- 
blem which should have more attention. 


Well child clinics were held in all towns in the spring 
with local committees ably making arrangements for Dr. 
Wiliam Buchanan in Sunderland and Whately, and Dr. 
Merritt Low in Ashfield. 


Immunization clinics for dephtheria, tetanus and 
whooping cough were held in May. Dr. Samuel Galbo in 
charge of Ashfield where 114 children attended and Dr. 
Kenneth Rice immunizing 62 at Sunderland and 69 at 


43 


Whately. This program has been discontinued in many 
towns though doctors recommend booster shots every 
three years. 


Visits are made to each school weekly and oftener if 
indicated, supplies are replenished and all school health 
cards are kept up to date. Reports are made to school 
superintendents and principals monthly and daily records 
of activities, income and mileage are given to the Public 
Health Nursing Advisory Committee. Yearly surveys are 
made for the Massachusetts Dept. of Public Health of 
Maternal and Child care, immunizations and clinics, 
vision and hearing tests, and cases of handicapped child- 
ren. An annual report of known and suspected T. B. cases 
is also made.

Three dozen syringes, and six dozen needles were 
purchased by the Nursing Advisory Committee for clinic 
work as well as first aid supplies for the schools. 


The Mental Health Center in Greenfield has been 
very helpful this year regarding many problems, and the 
Franklin County Public Hospital Central supply has done 
sterilizing for all clinics free of charge. 


In service programs regarding Behavoir Problems 
were held at Northampton State Hospital for a total of 
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thirty six hours which were most helpful and instructive. 
The newly organized Franklin County Public Health and 
Industrial Nurse’s group has made all county nurse’s more 
aware of common problems. 


The county officials, town officers, school personnel, 
school physicians, parents, and members of the Nursing 
Advisory Committee hav all been most kind and helpful.

At the last annual Town Meeting, I asked for money 
to replace the #2 truck. Twenty eight hundred dollars 
($2800) was appropriated for this. This piece of equip- 
ment has been purchased and placed in service. It carries 
a thousand gallon tank of water, portable pump, hose, 
ladders, Indian pumps and our original portable pump 
will also be carried on this truck. With this replacement 
piece of apparatus, our total carrying capacity of water 
is twenty-one hundred (2100) gallons which will prove its 
worth more times than one. 
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We have also purchased additional hose, Indian tanks, 
boots and helmets. 


At the last Town Meeting I recommended that the 
old #1 truck be given to the junior Fire Fighters for a 
muster truck. The Juniors have raised the money and 
paid for repairing the pump on the +1 truck and have 
used it as a muster truck and tanker. I again recommend . 
it be kept here for the youngsters and as a fill-in. 


The transmission on the #38 truck gave us trouble, 
and after the approval of the Selectmen it was gone over 
and any necessary parts replaced. 


The Police Association purchased a resuscitator and 
inhalator and gave it to the Town. It is stored at the Fire 
Station and any time it is needed the Fire Department 
should be called, 5-2167. 


I would like to urge everyone to memorize the emer- 
gency phone numbers, especially the Fire Department, so 
that time would be saved in calling. 


The Fire Department also answered 14 emergency 
calls for first-aid and ambulance service and resusitation. 


The detailed expenditures of this year’s appropria- 
tions will be found elsewhere in the annual Town Report.

In 1961 the planning board held their first meeting 
in January and Albert Zaskey was elected chairman and 
Edward Farrick, clerk. 


After considerable time and effort the planning board 
weighing the pros and cons of subdivision and the benefits 
that the town would derive from such a plan, decided on 
a plan. 


November of 1961 an informal planning board meet- 
ing was held with town officials to review the proposed 
recommendations for the rules and regulations of sub- 
division. Constructive suggestions were made by the town 
clerk as well as members of the board of selectmen. 


The proposed rules and regulations were published 
on December 22, 1961 governing the subdivision of land 
for the town of Whately. Also an announcement of the 
public hearing at the town hall on Friday December 29, 
1961. 


Unfortunately only a handful of interested citizens 
was present at this meeting.

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Report of Tree Warden and 
Moth Superintendent 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


Insect pest control and gypsy moth spraying have 
been done throughout the town. Trees were sprayed at 
night, as it has been shown to be most effective when done 
in this manner. 


Twenty-seven rock maple trees were planted, all 
which came from within the town. More trees are needed 
in various parts of the town, to replace the dying elms, 
infected by Dutch Elm disease. 


Eleven Dutch Elm diseased trees and fourteen dead 
elms from which samples could not be taken, were cut 
down and destroyed. Some of these elms were on private 
property in the residential area within 500 feet of the 
highway. 


Much more must be done to cope with the Dutch Elm 
problem in Whately. I have secured the help of the 
University of Massachusetts, at no cost to the town, in 
surveying trees throughout Whaely. We have found 27 
trees that have been proven by the Shade Tree Labora- 
tories to have the Dutch Elm disease. These tres should 
be also cut and destroyed. Other than Dutch Elm, several 
other species were cut down. 


Western Mass. Electric and the New England Tel and 
Tel have cut eight trees, some taken by the abutters, the 
rest by the warden. 


Some pruning has been done in the center of town, 
and more pruning is needed, especially in view of the re- 
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cent ice storms, which have left many broken limbs and 
branches; most dominantly in the Western part of town. 


I have filled to the best of my ability, the duties and 
obligations as your Tree Warden and Gypsy Moth 
Superintendent.

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Librarian's Report 


THE S. WHITE DICKINSON 
MEMIRIAL LIBRARY 
— 1961 — 


Once again Whately’s library patrons set one of the 
highest per capita book borrowing records in the county, 
with a total of 24,379 books and periodicals taken out 
during 1961. Young people took 11,609 of that total, a 
slightly smaller proportion than for 1960 with high school 
people and adults responsible for the balance of 12,770. 
PERIODICALS borrowed increased to 3,863, 479 more 
than in 1960. Non-fiction readers among both adults and 
young people totaled 4,579 marked this year as in past 
years by strong interest in science, archaeology, politics, 
marriage problems, nuclear fission and arctic exploration 
being but a few of the wide range of interests shown. 


490 books were added to the collection, 51 of which 
were gifts, 149 were Childrens, 331 were Adult’s including 
10 Polish books. Weeded were 102 Adult fiction. 


83 New Readers became Library members in 1961, 
36 adults and 47 children bringing the total of library 
users to 822 including those from the neighboring towns 
of Sunderland, Conway, South Deerfield and Hatfield as 
well as summer borrowers from New York, Brooklyn, 
Ohio, Nevada, California and Vermont.

THE LIBRARY YEAR 


The year was a notable one for the library with 
Special courses, events, an award, and physical additions. 
Each special occasion being the result of people from all 
parts of the town working singly or pee to make 
each undertaking a success. 


MRS. JAMES TIERNEY conducted classes for two 
groups on three Wednesday evenings, one in Rapid 
Reading, the other in Remedial Reading. The large group 
of children and adults who attended were stimulated and 
enthusiastic so that the end of the course found as many 
attending as the start. Mrs. Tierney made up mimeo- 
graphed exercises and devices so progress could be made 
on a do-it-yourself-basis after the course ended. Her 
students presented her with a picture by W. Lester Stevens 
at the close of the course. 


TOWN REPORTS were collected and bound for years 
that had been missing when the first lot were bound so the 
library now has complete issues from 1870-1959 except 
for 1893. At the same time the Discourse published in 
1830 by J. Howard Temple, a yellowing brochure was 
appropriately bound and is now in the Historical Room. 


A PLAQUE for the highest per capita circulation in 
Franklin County was presented to the Library at the 
Town and County Conference in April. Whately’s was 
23.8 the next highest was 14.2. This now hangs in the 
entrance hall of the Library. 


NATIONAL LIBRARY WEEK had unusual success 
due to the variety of events sponsored and organized by 
Girl Scouts, the Pilgrim Fellowship and the Grange. All 
the programs were popular; but the crowd that attended 
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the Grange evening was so big it overflowed both rooms 
into the hall. 


THE STATE GRANT IN AID bill was passed and 
Whately qualified under it’s terms so received the full 
amount allowed to towns of under 2000. 


A DISPLAY CASE bulletin board was built by Fred 
Adams and set up on the lawn where it could be seen from 
the road, in such a position as to be illuminated at night 
by the Post Lamps. This has displayed posters for various 
events and Library Hours, since it was erected. 


THE BAY STATE LIBRARIAN a publication for 
Massachusetts Libraries published an article on “Little 
Libraries” by Mrs. Cane, Librarian who submitted it at 
their request. 


AN OLD BOOK SALE was held in the early fall and 
enjoyed a moderate success. 


The CHRISTMAS BOOK FAIR was held on Satur- 
day, December 9 for just the single day instead of for the 
whole week as in the past. It was very successful due to 
the efforts of a hard working committee and to the cut-outs 
of church and town scenes against a blue background 
created by Mrs. James Tierney that made the interior 
especially festive. Visitors came from Longmeadow, 
Greenfield, Springfield and Connecticut to buy books and 
the goodies baked by Whately women. Proceeds will be 
used to increase the Reference collection and broaden the 
scope of Science books for young people. 


THE LINCOLN LIBRARY OF ESSENTIAL IN- 
FORMATION was among the books added to the Refer- 
ence collection from Book Fair Funds during 1961. 


The CHRISTMAS STORY HOUR held on December 
16th was made memorable by a new Taddy Mouse Adven- 
ture told by Dorothy Polhemus. Frank Farrick Jr. again 
transported the East Whately children to and from their 
homes, Sabin Filipkowski donated ice cream for the party 
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as he has done for so many years and Fred Bardwell Jr. 
decorated and fireproofed a tree in time for the evnt. 


At the meeting of the WESTERN REGIONAL AD- 
VISORY COUNCIL Mrs. Cane, Librarian, was made 
Corresponding Secretary on the Executive Committee, in 
which post she could represent the “little libraries.” As 
an Executive Committee member she has helped draft the 
motion to be submitted to the legislaure as part of the 
State Grant in Aid for increased services to all the libra- 
ries in Western Massachusetts. 


Since September Mrs. Cane has worked in the Uni-- 
versity of Massachusetts Library neccessitating the sub- 
stitution two afternoons a week of Miss Alyce Farrick, 
and on Wednesday noon of Mrs. Ernest Belanger. Both of 
whom have done outstanding jobs. 


Grateful appreciation is deserved by the many who 
served on committees throughout the year and did so much 
to make the occasion successful. 


The Library is especially grateful to Paul F. Field for 
his gifts of Holiday, Horizon, Changing Times, and Con- 
sumer’s Reports as well as for his kindness in handling 
the proceeds of sales and book fairs. 


We are indebted to the Eliot Barkers for their gift 
of Saturday Evening Post, to Fred Adams for Look and 
Animals, to Roland Phinney for photographs of Whately 
scenes from the early twenties and to Anne Morton for 
the many clippings she has brought in weekly of Whately 
news that have been pasted in the Whately Scrapbook. 


Not to be overlooked are such donors as Neal Sander- 
son who has given cream and milk to Library events 
throughout the year, and Nancy DeLano for her Christ- 
mas Fruit Cake donation.

Dear Mr. Hannum: 


I hereby submit to you and your committee, who have 
faithfully given of their time, energy and thought to the 
policy making decisions of your schools during the past 
year, my third annual report as Superintendent of Schools 
for School Union #38. 


CURRICULUM 


The curriculum, or various subject areas studied by 
boys and girls in our schools, needs constant review and 
revision to be brought up to date to provide our pupils 
with the varied knowledges, skills, habits and ideals 
needed to live effectively in this modern technical world. 
The application of science to the various fields of indus- 
try has produced many sudden changes that affect our 
everyday living, wage earning ability, and social living. 
It is noted that these so-called technological changes for 
the most part become more readily adopted and accepted 
in our way of living than do similar, recommended 
changes in the field of education. There always has been 
a definite educational lag in the results of research and 
its application to the learning-teaching situation in the 
classroom. 


A year has passed since the Curriculum Study Com- 
mittee recommended the adoption of a new science text 
and related teaching materials. I am pleased to report 
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at this time that the new textbook series for science has 
been in use by the various classes during the year 1961. 
The textbook has been supplemented by science equip- 
ment, supplies, and reference readings obtained under the 
provisions of the National Defense Education Act, Title 
Lite 


The Curriculum Study Committee early last year re- 
viewed the social studies program in the various schools 
and its report was submitted to me before the close of 
school in June 1961. 


The Committee, after due and serious consideration, 
recommended the adoption of Follett Unified Social 
Studies Program for the elementary grades three through 
six. It was also recommended that grades one and two 
continue with the Social Studies Readings of the Scott, 
Foresman Series, as they supplement and strengthen the 
basic reading program. 


These new textbooks are now in use, but certainly 
the adoption of a new textbook does not mean that the job 
is done. More important, this committee made excellent 
recommendations concerning supplementary resources 
that over the next several years, and as funds are pro- 
vided, will be made available and put in use in our class- 
rooms. It is worthwhile to note at this time that the basic 
philosophy adopted by the committee before undertaking 
the study is as follows: 


“The system of principles which should guide us must 
include helping the pupil to realize his great heritage, to 
understand the relationship of geography to human en- 
deavor, and to translate these understandings into fruit- 
ful citizenship.” 


School staff members who worked on the Social 
Studies Curriculum Committee were as follows: Mrs. 
Helen Maniatty, chairman, Mrs. Elinor Ball, Mrs. Mar- 
garet Gass, Mrs. Ella Cole, Miss Eleanor Wentworth, 
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Mrs. Irene MacDonald, Mrs. Marie Gorey, Mrs. Judith 
Lanza, Mr. William Burke, Mr. Thomas Voyer and Mr. 
Frederick Lyman. In addition, various meetings were 
held in cooperation with members of the Social Studies 
Department at Frontier Regional School. 


The President’s Council on Youth Fitness recently 
distributed a very comprehensive report concerning physi- 
cal fitness, a part of which I shall quote: “Physical fitness 
itself is a broad quality involving medical and dental 
supervision and care, immunization and other protection 
against disease, proper nutrition, adequate rest, relax- 
ation, good health practices, sanitation, and other aspects 
of healthful living. Exercise is an essential element to 
achieving physical fitness. Strength, stamina, endurance, 
and other desirable physical qualities are best developed 
through vigorous activity. Physical fitness is achieved 
through a sensible balance of all these provisions adopted 
to age, maturity, and capability of the individual. 


“American parents need to be concerned that their 
children have every opportunity to develop and maintain 
physical fitness. School programs should emphasize 
physical aspects of fitness as part of a total fitness.”’ 


The Whately Parent-Teachers’ Association requested 
that a survey be made of the playground area at the East 
Whately Schools. Early in the fall Mr. Justin Cobb of 
the University of Massachusetts generously donated his 
time and prepared the following recommendations: 


1. Install a fence along the road from the southeast 
corner of the playground to protect the younger 
children playing in the primary area. 


2. Paint and repair baseball backstop. 


3. Line out with lime areas A, B, and C for softball, 
soccer, and kick-ball. 


4. Construct goal-posts for soccer field. 
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. Install a combination swing-slide set. 
. Install jungle-gym. 


. Install giant stride. 
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. Hard-top area for basketball and erect appropri- 
ate back-boards. 


It was also suggested that the program be given a 
step by step priority to the various recommendations in 
order to spread the cost over several years. This year the 
committee has made budget provisions for installing the 
fences. It is expected that painting and repairing of the 
backstop, and lining out with lime areas for softball, 
soccer and kickball will be taken care of out of the regu- 
lar budget accounts. 


PERSONNEL 


This is the only community of School Union #38 that 
has not experienced a resignation in the teaching staff. 
We must not, however, lose sight of the present difficulties 
faced when it becomes necessary to replace veteran staff 
members. Teacher recruitment is still a very competitive 
activity as the supply of new teachers is limited and there 
are several vacancies for every candidate who appears on 
the horizon. It is still the old story of supply and de- 
mand, and at present the demand is greater than the 
supply. If the communities of School Union #38 are to 
continue to be selective of candidates, it seems realistic 
that our minimum and maximum salaries, plus yearly in- 
crements be comparable with those of our surrounding 
towns. Serious attention should be given to this matter 
as it is one of the important attractions of good candi- 
dates. Other important aids that assist in obtaining good 
teachers are the morale of staff and community, com- 
munity support of education, and housing facilities. 
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MISCELLANEOUS 


We have continued with our maintenance program. 
This year the main project was the resurfacing of the 
complete exterior of the East School, painting of the ex- 
terior trim, and replacing the well point. 


New movable desks have replaced the fixed ones in 
grades one and two of the Center School. These class- 
rooms now have a new look and are certainly appreciated 
and enjoyed by both the pupils and teachers. 


Whately schools have continued to make use of funds 
provided under the National Defense Education Act and 
the projects have supplemented our resource materials 
especially in the area of science. 


CONCLUSION 


Free public education is a very valuable asset and a 
necessity to citizens who participate in democratic living. 
It is the responsibility of each one of us to squarely meet 
this challenge and provide means of meeting the edu- 
cational needs of our children on all three fronts—local, 
state and national. 


I wish at this time to thank the school committee, 
staff personnel, and citizens of the community for their 
cooperation and assistance.

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Report of Music Supervisor 


Standard of the music program is most satisfactory 
in the towns of Union #38 visited by me. This is due to 
what I feel is an unusually high degree of cooperation 
accorded the music teacher. The relationship of princi- 
pals and classroom teachers with the music teacher makes 
possible a music program of high caliber. 


May I borrow a thought concerning this relationship 
from a recent edition of the Music Educator’s Journal 
which is of interest and relevancy: “The relationship be- 
tween the average classroom teacher and the music super- 
visor can be compared to the relationship existing between 
the architect-builder and the carpenter who works on the 
building. The architect decides the form, materials, 
operation of construction. The carpenter performs his 
tasks according to detailed blueprints. In a similar 
manner, the music specialist, like the architect, decides 
the form, materials, general methods of teaching. The 
classroom teacher’s duty is to carry out, to the best of 
her ability, the specific steps in the prescribed manner.”’ 


This relationship works two ways. Not only the class- 
room teacher with the music teacher but conversely, the 
music teacher cooperates with the classroom teacher. The 
question uppermost in the mind of the music teacher: 
“How, exactly, may I be of help to the classroom teacher, 
for each may have his own particular problem’’; thus, it 
is the duty of the music teacher to learn the individual so 
thoroughly that the answer may be afforded before the 
question has been voiced. 


A music teacher must be a veritable reservoir of 
ideas; she must present technical know-how; she must 
have a clear outline of music activities which are graded; 
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she must be imbued with boundless enthusiasm and love 
for her work; and she must enjoy her relationship with 
people. Over and above these requisites she must always 
keep in her mind that there is the child—the child who 
must be led to enjoy music in the realm of listening and 
participating. 


With this philosophy, we are, I believe, able to realize 
our goal in giving classes in music 2 meaningful program. 


May I thank the townspeople and school personnel 
alike for the high degree of cooperation afforded the music 
program in their schools.

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Report of Art Supervisor 


This year I saw many children develop confidence in 
themselves by feeling that the pictures they just finished 
drawing were worthwhile. I encouraged them again and 
again to draw from their own experiences, and from the 
things around them. I found interest was high and ob- 
servation was keen. 


The children enjoyed free expression in ideas and 
projects that could be done with materials we had such 
as water colors, tempera, pencil, pens, ink, chalk, card- 
board, paper, clay or easy-to-get craft supplies. These 
lessons were based on: drawing — objects, trees, land- 
scapes, birds, animals, people; torn and cut paper work: 
painting — water color, tempera, finger paint; blackboard 
drawing; clay modeling; design; posters; lettering and 
booklet making; color; holiday projects; figure drawing; 
perspective; and art handicraft. 


Working large often inspired a refreshing approach 
in the art class and panels and murals were developed 
during Christmas especially. Believing there is no better 
motivation for painting or drawing than the natural joy 
found in youngsters at Christmas time, our students en- 
gaged in picture making sprees by covering blackboards, 
bulletin boards and whatever space was available. Teach- 
ers agreed they added much charm in color and design 
to our schools. 


Mosaic plaques, inexpensive and a little different to 
take home as “Christmas gifts,” proved a satisfying pro- 
ject in design and color harmony for some third graders. 
A ten pound bag of plaster of paris, discarded plastic or 
metal container lids, spray or regular enamel, pearl chips 
(used in goldfish bowls) were all the craft supplies neces- 
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sary for the job. A smooth batch of plaster was poured 
into each lid. After planning design on paper, chips were 
placed on lids with plaster in a similar manner. These 
children learned about design while making gifts. 


I only hope that some of these colorful projects were 
as much a source of pleasure for pupils and teachers as 
they were for me. 


My thanks go out to you, Mr. Bennett, the school 
committee, all the teachers, and parents for their assist- 
ance throughout the year.

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Report of School Nurse 


As school nurse in the town of Whately, I submit this 
report for both schools in the town. The recommended 
procedures of the Commonwealth for health in the schools 
have been followed this year. 


_ Three grades of students weer given physical exami- 
nations by Dr. Kenneth Rice, school physician, in October 
1961. All pupils have been screened for hearing losses 
and vision deficiencies with no hearing but seven vision 
handicaps noted. All pupils were weighed and measured 
in the spring and again this fall. 


There are several children in the Whately schools 
who would be benefited by special class or by speech 
therapy. 


A survey of all first grade children in Massachusetts 
was made for the State Board of Health this fall to deter- 
mine the extent of immunization of the entering class. 
All children in Whately have had the desired protection. 


A clinic was held at the school in the spring by Dr. 
Rice. Sixty-nine school children received diphtheria, 
tetanus and whooping cough boosters. 


Two school children were sent to Health Camp this 
summer. 


Dental examinations were made by Dr. Richard Ma- 
honey and dental materials supplied by Miss Ely. At 
least 50% of all school children need dental care. This 
is a serious problem among school children and should 
have much attention. 


Vitamins were supplied to schools at a nominal cost. 
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Statistical summary : School enrollment—148; school 
visits—109; conferences—31; home visits—26; ab- 
sences—621; communicable diseases—91; transporta- 
tion—8.

Dear Mr. Grybko: 


It is with pleasure that I submit to you and your 
committee my second report as Superintendent of Frontier 
Regional School District. 


CURRICULUM 


The term curriculum to many people means the “sub- 
ject areas” studied in school during a particular year for 
which one usually receives grades indicating whether or 
not the subject has been passed or failed. Today’s modern 
concept of the term includes all of the varied learning ex- 
periences boys and girls have under the influence or di- 
rection of the school. It includes the various subject 
areas, the variety of extra curricular club activities, and 
the athletic programs. 


Curriculum change usually involves the slow process 
of reaching successive plateaus. These plateaus represent 
steps toward the aims or goals to be achieved or upon 
which to focus. The basic goals usually find their roots 
or force in our local, national and world patterns of social 
living. Our society or way of living changes as a result 
of the advancement of science and technology. These 
changes in general are rapid, complex, and far reaching 
in extent. For example, present jobs may be eliminated 
and new ones created; vast distances may be conquered 
as witnessed during our present experience of the missile 
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and exploration of space; movement of people and con- 
centration of people into large centers of population may 
change from urban to suburban living. 


Faced with the rapid development of social and in- 
dustrial change, we must be very alert to making adjust- 
ments and revisions in the following important areas of 
education, namely: skills; desirable knowledge and under- 
standing of ourselves and other peoples of the world in 
which we live; cultivation and development through ex- 
perience the ability to think and make wise decisions; de- 
velopment of desirable attitudes, habits and behavior 
for active participation as a citizen in a democracy such 
as responsibility, loyalty, honesty, sharing, charity, toler- 
ance, open mindedness, fair play, good sportsmanship and 
justice. 


The personnel at Frontier have kept these cur- 
rent conditions in mind as they have attacked the prob- 
lem of revising the curriculum to better meet the present 
needs of the boys and girls in our communities. Also, the 
change has been assisted financially by the National De- 
fense Education Act in the specific areas of mathematics, 
science, modern foreign language, and guidance. The 
accompanying report submitted by Mr. Bertrand Roger 
will expand more extensively and specifically on the vari- 
ous curriculum changes that have been initiated during 
the past year. 


HOMEWORK 


A much commonly discussed subject at the present 
time is that of homework. It basically concerns all of 
us—the Committee, teachers, students and, most certain- 
ly, parents. Much attention has been focused upon the 
topic, especially in the secondary school as the result of 
a demand for higher scholastic standards and for better 
performance in college. 


Also as with other areas in education this is one that 
has arguments “pro” and “con” and the lack of adequate 
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research makes it difficult to come to a common agreement 
on its values, principles, practices and effectiveness. 


It is generally agreed that. homework does have a 
place and value in the present day school because of the 
many necessary learning areas one must be exposed to in 
order to live adequately, effectively and to be a well ad- 
justed citizen of the world in general. 


The most valid purposes of homework are as follows: 

Provides essential practice in needed skills 

Trains pupils in good work habits 

Affords opportunity for increasing self direction 

Enriches and extends school experience 

Helps student learn to budget time 

Brings pupils into contact with out-of-school 

learning resources 

7. Promotes growth in responsibility. (Let’s Im- 
prove Homework, Curriculum Letter No. 49, 
Department of School Services and Publications, 
Wesleyan University.)

As it sometimes happens when numbers of persons 
are involved, early in the year there are many misunder- 
standings relative to homework. Within a resonable 
time in which limitations are defined, the misunderstand- 
ings are eliminated, and the recommended practice be- 
comes readily acceptable. 


PERSONNEL 


We at Frontier during the past year had resignations 
from the following staff members: Mr. Andrew Kalinick, 
Director of Guidance, who accepted a position with Sci- 
ence Research Associates in Chicago; Mr. Francis Bryant, 
Art, accepted a position in Quincy; Mr. Donald MacDon- 
ald, shop, accepted a position at Springfield; Mr. Joseph 
Sheehan, Latin, accepted a position with the Army School 
overseas; Mr. Donald Short, Director of Music, accepted 
a position in Turners Falls; Mrs. Gladyce Stais, remained 
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at home. The Vocational Home Economics class for high 
school was eliminated due to lack of enrollment. 


Replacements and additional teachers due to in- 
creased enrollments and course offerings are as follows: 
Mrs. John T. Rising, Art; Mr. John P. Flek, Guidance 
Counsellor; Mr. William Gleason, Latin; Mr. John Mele, 
Spanish; Mr. Granger Norwood, Director of Music; Mr. 
Henry Zukowski, Business; Mr. Ralph Pierce, Shop; Mrs. 
Ann Broughall, English; Mrs. Pauline Plaisted, Mathe- 
matics; and Mr. Richard Wilby, part-time Mechanical 
Drawing. It was also necessary to employ an additional 
cafeteria worker, and Mrs. Jessie Dickinson of Whately 
was appointed to the position. 


Unfortunately, secondary teachers in special subjects 
such as industrial arts, music, modern foreign languages, 
mathematics and science continue to remain in short 
supply. The fact still remains that money talks and out- 
standing candidates accept the highest offer. It will be 
necessary in the future for the Regional District to con- 
tinue to make salary adjustments in order to be able to 
compete with other communities to attract and keep out- 
standing teachers. 


MAINTENANCE 


The custodians, Mr. John Stobierski, assisted by Mr. 
Stephen Sanicki and Mr. John Stokarski, have continued 
the excellent summer renovation program in addition to 
the usual daily routine jobs that have to be done in a 
plant the size of Frontier. It was necessary to obtain out- 
side help for necessary repair work such as complete seal- 
ing of all roof overhangs, pointing up of various areas of 
the side walls including exterior window ledges, a com- 
plete renovation on several outside exterior doors, clear- 
ing of the crawl space of scrap wood and old forms, and 
termite control treatment of these areas. 
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FOR CONSIDERATION 


There is at present a need for the development of 
more recreation and athletic areas at Frontier Regional. 
The original athletic area formerly used by Deerfield High 
School was reduced in size when some of it was taken for 
building purposes. As a result we now have less area for 
athletics for a greater number of students than was for- 
merly used by students of the original high school. Asa 
result, the junior high and junior varsities, both boys and 
girls, are being short-changed. 


Definitely, we are all aware of the fact that a sound 
education program is certainly supplemented by a practi- 
cal athletic program. I wish to recommend that citizens 
of the communities visit the playing area after school 
hours and take notice of the crowded conditions. Also, 
it would be worthwhile to review the preliminary plans 
and specifications that have been prepared for the future 
development of this additional area. 


CONCLUSION 


I wish to sincerely thank the committee, principal, 
staff members and citizens of the region for their co- 
operation and support in continuing the forward progress 
of Frontier Regional School in developing an education 
program to better meet the needs of the students in this 
locality.

Principal's Report

Dear Mr. Bennett: 


I am pleased to submit my second annual report as 
principal of Frontier Regional School. Goals for the year 
1961 were established on a two-fold basis. First, to con- 
tinue the implementation of recommendations contained 
in the Evaluation Report of the New England Association 
of Colleges and Secondary Schools, submitted in 1960; 
and, to develop a long range plan for improvement in the 
total program of the Frontier Regional School. 


The Evaluation Report contained 176 specific recom- 
mendations to be acted upon during the ensuing five years. 
These recommendations related to all phases of the 
school’s program including the building itself. During 
the year 1960, forty-one of these recommendations were 
acted upon and at the close of this school year an addi- 
tional fifty-six have been implemented fully or in part. 
It is our wish to measure up to this evaluation in as many 
respects as possible, but we do feel that some of the re- 
quests are not feasible or even desirable in our program. 
Therefore, we are using our best judgment in deciding 
upon those recommendations which will truly represent 
an improvement in the educational opportunity available 
to the citizens of our district. Recommendations not yet 
acted upon refer mainly to the school plant, the business 
department, home economics, industrial arts and music. 
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We propose to include as many of these as practical in 
our planning for the year 1962. 


In March 1961, we submitted to the Frontier Region- 
al School Committee, for its approval, a proposal for im- 
provement in the total program of the school. This pro- 
posal encompassed the entire breadth of our program be- 
ginning with a basic philosophy and concluding with a 
plan for the reorganization of the school day. The com- 
mittee voted its approval and we proceeded to carry it out 
immediately. The curricular portions of the plan were to 
apply to incoming ninth graders only, to be carried for- 
ward as this class proceeds through the senior high years. 
Copies of the proposal were sent to all parents of eighth 
graders and an explanatory meeting was held with these 
parents on March 28, 1961. 


The plan is based upon specific improvements in each 
of the academic areas: English, language, math, science, 
social studies and business, as well as in industrial arts, 
vocational agriculture, home economics, physical edu- 
cation, music, art, library services and the activities pro- 
gram. It also established minimum standards in all 
courses, minimum graduation requirements and a system 
of required courses for all students as follows: four years 
of English, three years of social studies, two years of 
mathematics and two years of science. 


Full implementation of the plan will not be realized 
until 1964 and it is designed to provide for an expected 
increase in enrollment from the present 680 to an esti- 
mated 750 in the school year 1963-64. This, then, has been 
the major emphasis of the past year in carrying out our 
administrative responsibilities. 


There have been many specific advances in both the 
Junior and Senior high as follows: 
Junior high: 
1. One additional teacher to reduce class size, espe- 
clally in the English classes. 
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o. A more concentrated study of U. S. history for 
the top academic group in grade eight. 

4. Greater use of the library by junior high stu- 
dents and special library instruction provided 
by the librarian. 

5. A revision of the junior high science program be-. 
ginning with grade seven this year. 

6. Conversational French made available to more 
students in grade eight. 

7. Greater use of teaching aids in the science and 
social studies areas, initiated by the staff mem- 
bers. 

8. More effective use of the guidance and testing 
program in the junior high. 

Senior high: 

1. Additional teachers in the business, math and 
language departments to keep up with increasing 
enrollment in these areas. 

2. Consolidation of teaching assignments in the sci- 
ence areas to provide greater continuity of in- 
struction. 

3. Language laboratory installed (not yet including 
responding and recording phase). 

4, Acceleration of social studies program for college 
preparatory students. 

5. Time made available for department heads to 
supervise and coordinate the work in each de- 
partment. 

6. Developmental reading program for some senior 
high students. 

7. Double periods provided for science labs and 
office practice. 

8. More academic courses made available to indus- 
trial arts and vocational agriculture students. 

9. Organization of debating team, literary club, 


Developmental reading required of all students.

creative writing club, and international relations 
club on after-school basis. 


10. School day extended to seven periods to provide 
more effective use of students’ in-school time. 


These are some of the more important advances made 
during the past year but there is yet much to be done to 
effect an intellectual climate worthy of our school and its 
students. 


The most inspiring factor in this regard during the 
past year has been that most of these improvements were 
initiated and carried out by the teaching staff who daily 
demonstrate a dedication to the ideals of service to young 
people through teaching. The staff at Frontier Regional 
School is first rate and this is even more commendable 
at a time when the critics of education besiege us on all 
sides. The communities of the district may have confi- 
dence in their teachers, their clerical, custodial and cafe- 
teria staffs, as well as complete assurance that all of our 
efforts are devoted to the continuing improvement of 
Frontier Regional School.

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HEALTH REPORT 
To Superintendent Warren D. Bennet: 


The Health Program at Frontier Regional School has 
three main objectives: 


1. To provide a healthful and safe environment for 
our students. 


2. To provide health services to our students. 


3. To educate our students in matters pertaining to 
health. 


The Montoux test or tuberculosis sensitivity test pro- 
gram was conducted at Frontier Regional School, Novem- 
ber 6, 1961. Three hundred and thirty-eight students in 
senior high were tested by the Franklin County Public 
Health Association assisted by Mrs. Edwin Lipinski, 
School and Public Health Nurse of the town of Deerfield, 
and Mrs. Beattie. 


Statistics of the school health program are as follows: 


HEARING TEST (May 1961) : 
Number tested—643 ; number retested—50; total—698. 
Failures—29; referrals—29; seen by doctors—14. 


HEARING TEST (October 1961) : 
Number tested—675 ; number retested—36; total—711. 
Failures—15; referrals—15; seen by doctors—9. 


VISION TEST (September 1961) : 
Number tested—676 ; number retested—92 ; total—768. 
Failures—84 ; referrals—74; seen by doctors—68 ; num- 
ber wearing glasses—151. 


PHYSICAL EXAMINATIONS—Dr. Rice: 


Grades 7, 9, 11 

Boys’ Football Team 
Boys’ Basketball Team 
Girls’ Basketball Team 
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Number students seen in health office—1,090; home 
visits—82; students taken to hospitals—5; heights and 
weights—May 1961, 644; September 1961, 672.
